[Interview with Foreign Affairs Minister Paulo Teixcira Jorge by Brazilian 
journalists in Luanda during visit by Brazilian Foreign Affairs Minister 
Ramiro Saraiva Guerreiro: “There Is No Change in the Party's Political 
Orientation’; exact date not given) 


{Texc}) A press conference held for Brazilian journalists 
at their request by Comrade Paulo Jorge, member of the 
party Central Committee and Angolan diplomatic chief, 
took place during the recent visit to our country by 

the foreign affairs minister of the Federati.e Republic 
of Brazil, Saraiva Guerreiro, which culminated in the 
signing of several economic, scientific, cultural and 
educational agreements. 


During the press conference, Comrade Paulo Jorge answered 
questions asked by representatives of the Brazilian press 
about our country's domestic and foreign policy and inter- 
nationalist cooperation. 


[Question] While the CIA and Zaire were supporting the FNIA, the CIA and 
South Africa were supporting the UNITA and socialist countries and many 
African countries were supporting the MPIA, what was the position of Brazil 


at the time? 


[Answer) I can tell you frankly that our preoccupation with the domestic 
situation at the time was so great, because we were in @ position of daily 
confrontation, that we did not get around to making an analysis of this or 
that country's position. But I should mention that at the time there al- 
ready was an unofficial representative of the Brazilian government here who 
kept in touch with MPIA entities. What I cannot state is whether he did 
not also have contacts with the other organizations as well. That is all 


l can say. 


[Question] You refuse to give any credit to participation by the other move- 
ments in the liberation struggle. Weren't they also fighting for the liber- 
ation of Angola? 











{[Anewer| Wel., that is @ conclusion you have drawn, because 1 have not de- 
nied that the, played any role at all, Essentially, the FNLA to some extent 
waged a struggle on the border between Zaire and Angola. And nothing more! 
And the UNITA, which after 1966-67, with the connivance of the Portuguese 
armed forces, infiltrated into the eastern part of our country, limited it- 
self essentially to fighting the MPLA--because this was the reason for its 
creation, I am unaware of their having carried out any other activity tor 
the purpose of ovr nation's Liberation or independence. 


(Question) When are the Cuban troops going to leave Angola? 


|Anewer!) I knew | could count on that question being asked, Because I 

know it is an overriding concern of the Brazilian press. At least of a cestein 
segment of the Bragilian press. But if this question worries it, or any 
representatives of the Brazilian press, 1 might reply by asking aaother 
question: what concern has it shown, or have they shown, about the U.S. 
military presence on Cuban territory, for instance? What concern have they 
expressed for U.S. forces to Leave the Guantanamo base? What concern has it 
had or have they had about the presence of U.S. forces in the southern part 
of Korea? What concern has it felt, or have they felt, about the presence 
of South African troops on Namibian territory--who have occupied it illegally 
for years’ Why this obsesseseion with the presence of Cubans who came to 
fight by ov side? And right now, I believe, unless I am mistaken, when our 
country was subjected to 4 eimultaneous invasion by the Zairian army and 
the South African army, what concern did the Brazilian press feel about this 
twofold invasion of our territory? What concern did that press feel? None, 
so far as L know, 


Instead, acertain segment of the Brazilian press was hoping that the MPLA 
would be totally annihilated. So far as I know, there was no concern what- 
ever to protest or conduct a movement again . this invasion, which killed 


many people, 


And the Cubans, who came here and fought by our side and who shed their 
blood on our soil to be mingled with the bli of Angobans who also fell in 
the war, are here withir the terms of bilateral «greements that are the con- 
cern solely of two independent states, Angola an. Cuba. Nothing more. 
Hence, we would Like to tell those--this may not include you--who have the 
concern--or perhaps the preconception, I don't know which, or maybe they 
have had nightmares about the presence of Cuban troops here in our country-- 
that in keepi g with this bilateral agreement the Cubans will Leave our 
country when che Angolan and Cuban governmerts agree to it. And the Bra- 
zilian press, if in this instance it wants to play a certain role, then it 
might demand that those armies that have been in other countries for a 
longer time do such a thing--but not in our country, because we are reglly 
under 4 permanent threat and you must not ignore that. You must not ignore 
the fact that our country is subjected to bombardment on a daily basis; that 
every day there are infiltrations into our territory; that there are already 
thousands of victims of the criminal agressions by South Africa against our 














people, against our country, on the pretext, they say, that we are assisting 
the SWAPO, Which ie true, Not only the SWAPO, but likewise all other lib- 
eration movements, because we believe it to be our internationalist duty and 
we wil! maintain that position until Namibia is independent, I hope I have 
made myself clear about this concern, 


[Question] How many Cubans are in Angola? 
|Anewer| Can you tell me how wany American soldiers are in Cuba? 
[Question] Do the Cubans control the security sector? 


|Anewer}| 1 dor't know what data is available to enable anyone to assert 

that che Cubans control the security sector, because I tell you categorically 
that they do not control any sector whatever! Categorically, they de sot 
control any sector whatsoever! 


The Cubans, rather--and it is important to stress his--have contributed 
greatiy to our process of national reconstruction. And the Cubans are help- 
ing us in construction, health, education, f‘sheries--because they have 
broad experience in this respect, because even the language in which they 
express themselves, which is similar to Portuguese, facilitates discussion 
and, above all, because they have an ability to adapt to our conditions 

that the others do not have, 


[Question] Did the Brazilian delegation that held discussions with you at 
any time raise the question of the presence of Cuban troops in Angola? 


[Answer) I must make it quite clear that in no case at no time, has the 
Brazilian delegation referred to this problem, if only because the Brazil- 
ian delegation is indeed fully aware that this is an internal issue. 


[Question] What is the difference between the CIA's support for the other 
puppet movements and the Cuban support for the Angolan people? 


|Anewer) If it is found that the CIA has ever contributed to people's lib- 
eration, well, then I am mistaken. But so far as IL know now, the CIA has 
never acted to free any people. So far as I know. The socialist countries, 
yes. The socialist countries have given essential aid to all liberation 
movements. And if Ll were to be told that the United States or any other 
Western power had aided a liberation movement to gain independence, it 
would be news to me. 


[Question] Meanwhile, one of the journalists present asked authorization 
of Comrade Paulo Jorge to make a clarification in which he stated: "One 
should not necessarily confuse the opinion and attitude of Brazilian news- 
paper owners with those of Brazilian journalists. There is not necessarily 
an agreement between opinions in this respect. I would like to say that I 
have often written articles supporting positions quite similar to--I might 
say the same as--those which you are advocating." 





{Anewer| On his subject Comrade Paulo Jorge pointed out: "I am pleased to 
take note of this, but L believe I took the precaution of saying 'a certain 
segment of the Brazilian press,' because we also read the Brazilian press a 
little; of course, we know that a certain segment of the Brazilian press 
distorte the Angolan situation, due precisely to lack of knowledge, And I 
am not directing this at you gentlemen here, I said a certain Brazilian 
press; | am not saying that any of the representatives who are present here 
have this attitude, 1 don't know," 


[Question] 1 wae ceading the paper anc paid particular attention to the 
guidelines resulting from the special meeting of the Central Committee, I 
would like the minister to give some additional clarification on this matter, 


[Anewer| The concern that existed at the Central Committee meeting was about 
the government structure. It is not really a policy change, because the 
political orientation is clearly defined and there is no change in that 
sense, Sut we came to the conclusion that our government structure is ex- 
ceseively sluggish and extremely bureaucratic, That is to say, it was one 
of the things that we inherited from the structure previous to independence, 
And we believe that in order to be able to accelerate our process we must 
really introduce some changes, I don't know if we will actually have to re- 
duce the number of meetings, if we will have to modify or even subdivide 
some of the ministries that, one might say, are a kind of super-ministry. 
Hence, thie is the matter that had to be studied during the Central Commit- 
tee meeting. A commission was appointed to study this government structure 
for the purpose of making relations between the various ministries more 
expeditious, to--in the words of our departed leader, Dr Antonio Agostinho 
Neto--implement the slogan that the most important thing is to solve the 
problems of the people. And we ascertained that the solution of various 
proble«as was being obstructed precisely by this whole bureaucratic process, 
by the existence of ministries that seem to us to be gigantic and that will 
perhaps have to be subdivided, This is, therefore, an aspect of the changes 
that must be introduced, 





In the economic aspect, to the extent that we have made the choice to buiid 
a socialist _ociety, we think the national economy must be planned and this 
creates the need for centralized direction and planning of the economy. 


[Question] What are the possible avenues for peace in your country? 


[Answer) Lf there is a prime objective that our party, our government and, 
essentially, our people want to establish and achieve, it is peace. And 
ali our efforts are concentrated on the goal of achieving peace. Such a 
peace that will enable us to devote most of our available means to economic 
and social development. But the independence of Namibia is essential for 
us to achieve that peace; otherwise, it will not be possible to avoid the 
permanent tension that exists on the southern border of our country, given 
the presence of South African troops in that territory, given the conduct 
of the armed struggle led by the SWAPO, which, of course, has access to our 








country 46 @ logistical base, together with all the material aid we can 
give it. Otherwise, | am afraid it will be difficult to achieve thie ob- 
jective, 


[Question] After these discussions, what will be the possible relations 
between Angola and Brazii? 


{Answer} IL wish I could answer that question more specifically, but the 
fact is that our contacts at the ministerial level are very recent. We do 
not yet know all the possibilities, all the potentialities of Brazil that 
can be made available to us within the framework of a bilateral cooperation 
on the basis of reciprocal advantage, for me to be able to tell you at this 
time what prospects we face ao’ in what sectors cooperation is really pos- 
sible, 


In the conversations we had with Minister Ramiro Guerreiro, we were ouclin- 
ing some of the fields in which such cooperation will be possible. Sut for 
this we will have to see the possibilicies of Brazil, the possibilities 

that the Brazilian goverruent can offer ue and study more closely the possi- 
bilities of association, taking into account the interests of both peoples. 
We will have to becom: better acquainted with the particular Brazilian tech- 
nology that can be made available to us. These are all things that we will 
have to consider, And the framework that led us today to sign the agree- 
ments permits exactly this possibility of investigation. And the gradual 
implementation of these possibilities, because the prospects are really vast. 


{Question] What are the Angolan concerns in the defense sector’ Where does 
it get the materiel and the aid that enable it to cope with the war of 
tension? 


[Answer] For a country to be truly independent, it must strive by all pos- 
sible means to safeguard its national sovereignty and its territorial in- 
tegrity, which thus implies particular attention to the derense area. Since 
our country is attacked daily, it is clear that our defense must concentrate 
specific attention where tension exists. And, hence, our armed forces must 
have the necessary means and resources to prevent our country from being 
totally invaded. And on that basis, if we bee: in mind that ell our armed 
struggle of national liberation was made as a resuit of the aid that we re- 
ceived from the socialist countries, it is clear that these resources that 
we are using for this type of action continue to be from the socialist 
countries. 


[Question] Does the Angolan government prefer collaboration with Brazil 
at the state or private level’ 


{Answer} As for us, we prefer state relations--between state entities, 
But I should also tell you that Gulf Oil, which operates here in Angola, 
is a monopoly, a multinational, A short while ago we signed a contract 
here with Texaco for petroleum exploration in our country and it also is 




















a private company, Within the principle of diversitying our economic as 
well as political relations, we are going to talk with those who can pro- 
vide the best advantages for our country, We have no a priori preconcep- 
tions, 


[Question] Mr Minister, I should like to know if this approach to Brazil 
is cue to dissappointment in trade relations with socialist countries, 


{Answer] To answer you in total frankness, there is no disillusionment on 
our part in regard to cooperation with the socialist countries, We simply 
must take into account--and this is a matter of principle--that we will 
seek technology wherever it is most advanced, And we are going to estab- 
lish cooperative arrangement’ with anyone at all, so tong as they respect 
a certain number of principles, And what is being referred to as an over- 
ture to Brazil I would prefer to call implementation of fundamental prin- 
ciples of our foreign policy. And if today we can have such a development 
with Brazil, we can also have it with other nations that are not of the 
socialist camp either. Everything depends upon the advantages we are able 
to get. Brazil seems to us to be a good prospect. To some extent, we 
have a common past. Let us not forget that many Angolans left here for 
Brazil and they helped to build Brazil. And there are other affinities that 
are being developed. Hence, we contend it is reasonable to make use of or 
to have an opportunity to develop these affinities, And what can be said 
about Brazil can be said about any other country as well. Eve, ything de- 
pends upon what advantages can be gained for development of our process. 


[Question] According to what one reads in the signed agreements, Mr iiin- 
ister, you were invited to visit Brazil. When are you thinking of doing 80? 


{Answer] Minister Saraiva Guerreiro had the kindness to extend me an in- 
vitation. But I must tell you frankly that we have not yet thought of a 
possible date because these things normally depend upon the schedule of 
each minister and on their international schedules,

REFUGEE SITUATION, RESETTLEMENT POLICIES REVIEWED

[fxcerpte| The People's Republic of Angole currently has 48,000 refugees, 
of woom 20,000 are Namibians, the reet are Zeirien nationality, Secretary 
of Stete for Sectel Affaire, comrade Assuncao Vahekeny, revealed yesterday 
in Leende during ¢ meeting with the meee media, in taking up the refugee 


probies. 


The covntry spends 30 million kwenees every quarter to purchase food, to 
improve housing @oditions, and to provide treneportetion, roads, ete., for 
the refugees. A party commission hes been esteblished to support the SEAS 
(Secreteriat of Stete for Suctel Affeirs) in thie field, because, #8 courede 
Assunceo Vehekeny noted, there ere persons who think that the Secreteriet 
of Steve for Social Affaire quet by iteelf solwe ell of che probleme of the 


refugees. 


To help the 68,000 refugees, the People's Republic of Angole thie yeer 
received « fund from the United Netione High Commissioner for Refugees 
amounting to 62 @eillion. Thie money wes used to purchase some vehicles which 
are sow beginning to arrive in the country. 


There are many displeced persons in Angole whom comrede Assunceo Vahekeny 
eleo considers to be refugees. These persons come from provinces that were 
severely bit by the wer end where there ere isolated bandite who attack the 
villeges. The prowinces where the presence of these fellow citizens is 

noted sco Gn Gectanee of th, Gute Sheu. Gl Game. The secretary 

of etete for social affairs announced on this cccasion thet 4 plen has been 
drafted under the name of “rural environment project” which, if it gets the 
cooperetion of other agencies, will benefit 365,000 persons who sre in this 
situetion. If thie project is carried out, it will be possible to give these 
people decent housing in an orgenized fashion. The SEA, hes already contacted 
UNicer, the United Nations Pund for Children, and WFP for help, e* well as the 
United Netions Program for Food Assistence to Refugees, to supply flour, milk, 
etce., primerily for the children because simost 411 of them are undernourished 























At thie time, the SUAS ise moving Zairian refugee cétttens Wo are in 
Angola, in South Lunde end Mexico, to other provinces to relieve crowded 
conditions and thus to be able to do # better job. So far, 3,500 have 
been transferred from the provinee of Luanda; 2,850 have been moved out of 
Malanje and 250 from Northern Kuenga, The provinee of Southern Kuenge is 


fully able to aecommodate the necessary number and we are only waiting for 
these people to be moved to that locality. 


Of the Angolan citisens who left the country during the two liberation ware-- 
a fumber estimated at 400,000--approximately 160,000 have already returned. 
Theat number ie not precise since, in the case of the citizens who are in 
Portugel, the letter bought tickets 46 ordinary passengers and their entry 
is not recorded; they are registered only after they have come to Angola. 


In discussing the assistance given by the High Commissioner for Kefugees, 
comrede Assuncao Vahekeny said that, elthough relations are good, its 
“operating system is quite bureaucratized.” She said that, as an organization 
under the hited Nations, it should keep ite eyes on the purpose for which 

it wae created, in order to be able to help solve problems which various 
countries heve in thi field. In her comments she emphasized thet this 
agency should be less demanding becouse in some cases it is almost necessary 
"to beg for a favor.”

Thie svmbolic aet, which took place at the installations of the headquarters 
of the 4th Region, in Huambo, was attended by comrades Colonel Pedale, 
member, party Political Bureau; by the CO of the Presidential Regiment, 
Antonio dos Sentos Prance (Ndalu), likewise from the Political Burea; by 
the provinetal commissioner of Kwanga-South and member, Central Committee, 
comred. Armando Dembo; and by Lieutenant Colonel Mona, chief of staff,

The seven brigade commanders distinguished themsélves in the militery 
operétions carried out ageinet these little groups which are supported by 
imperialiem. The operations resulted in the killing of 606 UNITA soldiers, 
ae well os the capture of 140; # total of 50 soldiers of the UNITA puppet 
organizetion surrendered to our armed forces. 





Furthermore, 424 weapons were recovered, slong with 11,279 rounds ef anfantry 
aemunition, 1,303 rounds of artillery eamunition, while 19 mines for use 
ageinet ermored cers, 29 AT mines, and 12 antipersonnel mines were destroyed.

[Text] In line with @ report issued on 10 July, the Ministry of Transpor- 
tation and Communications and Airlines of Angole-TAAG [Air Transportation 
of Angole|, through @r sanouncement signed by the minister, Comrade 
Fernando Faustino Muteka, yesterday published @ report on the causes of the 
accident involving the YAK-40-D2-TYF, following en investigetion. Here 

is the story: 


As the result of the ects of air aggression in the region of Huile on 7 June 
1980 by South African forces, in the course of which three of their eircraft 
were downed, there were many violetions of the air space in that saree on the 
next day (8 June). 


Ae pert of the defensive operations carried out by the country's ermed forces 
and when « combat situation erose in response to these acts of aggression, 
the YAK-40-D2-TYC aircraft of Airlines of Angole-TAAG was hit; that caused 

it to crash at 1532 about 16 kilometers from the township of Mataela. 


There were no survivors. There were 19 victias, not 29, as reported on 
10 June; bere are their nemes: 


Valeriy Angurov, aircraft commander; Vyacheslav Krylov, copilot; Vaseiiiy 
Golublev, ‘light engineer; Fernando Antonio, flight attendant; Jose Pikuarana,

QUALIFLED WORKER SHORTAGE CAUSES POWER OUTAGES 
Luande JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Pertuguese 14 Jun 80 pp 1, 10 


[Article by Henrique Matos: “Electrical Power Supply for Luanda Difficult 
Due to Lack of Skilled Personnel") 


[Excerpte) Electric power is « daily necessity for the 
operation of our industry, both the extraction end the 
processing industry, representing ⸗ vitel factor in 
Angola's social-economic development. Its importance 
however is not confined exclusively to this sector but 
aleo extends to domestic use in 4 society where the use 
of electric household appliances is widespread and where 
the benefit of electric light is progressively spread to 
the messes. In the city of Luanda, however, the constent 
and almest always unexpected interruptions in power supply 
are becoming more and more frequent end are creating 
difficulties which can be easily imagined. Public Lighting, 
which is @ fundamental thing in big urben centers, has 
been deteriorating on «© lerge scale in recent times, with 
veet avenues almost completely in the dark and thus 
transformed into potentiel traps for @utomotive traffic 
and for community life. 


To determine the causes of this abnormal situation, we contacted the 

National Electricity Enterprise which is responsible for the difficult 
task of assuring the proper operation of electric power networks in the 
capital whose energy ‘« supplied through the Cambambe dem and then 
processed by SONEFE. 


Its manager, comrade Luis Manuel Lourenco, himself is worried about the 
deficiencies that emerged in recent months in terms of energy distribution: 


“Electric energy is distributed without interruption but there have been 
frequent breakdowns wi. ch caused interruptions in the supply. Many times, 


these eve damages whose repairs are delayed due to the absence of the 
necessary materials, although they may be repaired in a general fashion. 
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"In moet cases it ts impossible to anticipate breakdowns, When they arise, 
we try right away to solve the problem and there is no doubt that maintenence 
plans have been carried out which ise why we anticipate that the number of 
breakdowns will drop. 


‘We have many breakdowns in high-voltage sectors, above all at transformer 
stations in urban buildings; the most common cause is 4 short-circuit 
resulting from the rate that get in there. Even so, we daily pepair an 
average of 100 breakdowns." 


Skilled Personnel Shortage Problem Must be Solved 


Many of the difficulties which come up daily in the maintenance of the urban 
electric power network are 4 consequence of the shortage of specialized 
technical cadres. In addition to that, this function was completely 
parelyzed for 2 or 3 years and the deterioration of distribution equipment 
is bound to have consequences sooner or later. 


"It ie understandable,” the manager of ENE [Netionel Electricity Enterprise) 
told us, “in terms of cadre shortages during this phase but we heve to « 
greet extent resolved this shortege by overloading what few technicians we 
have with work and by getting them to make this secrifice. We must continue 
to do that until we get new cooperation agents whom we sre looking forwerd 
to receiving. 


"Right now we have Portuguese, Cuban, and Soviet cooperation personnel. 





"The effort to train cadres has been carried out here in the enterprise: 

a short time ago we started « professional training course for operators 

in our branch. We will shortly introduce advanced training courses for our 
electricians. Finally, the level of these training courses will be gradually 
improved #6 our experience increases so that we can get increasingly better 
technici ws." 


The low level of technical training @mong ENE personnel in general also led 
to frequently defective repairs of certain breakdowns and this meant that 
problems at the same cranséormer stat‘ons would keep coming back over and 
over again.

IMPROVED LIVING CONDITIONS NEEDED FOR COFFEE WORKERS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 18 Jun 80 pp 1, 10 


{Excerpts} The National Support Commission (CNA) for the fifth coffee har- 
vest met for the first time in full session on Monday in Caxito, capital of 
Bengo province, for the purpose of coordinating activities to support the 
1980 harvest. 


During the session, which was led by Comrade Roberto de Almeida, planning 
minister and member of the Central Committee [CC], as coordinator of this 
commission, the participants essentially studied this year's harvest and 
decided that a meeting should be held to report on guidelines for improving 
the situation of workers on coffee plantations, 


The hich rate of absenteeism and the low productivity of workers can jeopar- 
dize the plans. There are few workers who effectively work 20 days a month 
(the minimum time) and harvest an average of over half a sack per day, re- 
porte the secretariat of the National Support Commission for the fifth har- 
vest, 


This first full session recommended to the Construction and Housing Ministry 
and the provincial commissioners that they pay more attention to repairing 
access roade for the coffee-growing regions to facilitate shipment of this 
product that is so vital in generating foreign exchange for the nation and 
to more regular supplies of commodities and fuel for workers. 


One of the major problems faced by coffee-growing areas, except for Luanda 
province, which is supplied from the capital by means of an ENCAFE [National 
Coffee Company) tank truck, is lack of fuel. The provinces where this 
shortage has the greatest impact are Uije and Kuanza-Norte, normally sup- 
plied by Lucala through the railroad, which is no longer carrying it. 


Another difficulty in this sector has to do with foodstuffs. For this pur- 
pose a supply plan vas prepared and approved by the Council of Ministers 
that has not been carried out. 


Coffee growing has been left in the hands of Angolan workers without much 
experience and “it is necessary that a)l1 needed support be given so that 
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this fifth harvest is in fact conducted successfully," he stated in con- 
clusion,

Franceville 
and Port-Gentil, accompanied by Leon Auge, minister in charge of national 
orientation, specialized party organizations, the Civil Service and the 
people's education. 


The Central African minister praised “the concern, frankness and availabil- 
ity” of his Gabonese interlocutors and the attention which Gabon has always 
granted the Central African Republic. 


Speaking of the affinities existing between the PDC [Gabonese Democratic 
Party) and the UDC, lagangui expressed the hope that a second delegation 
from hie party might meticulousiy follow all the achievements of the Gabon- 
ese Party, especially in the direction of a decentralization of responsi~ 
bilities.

(Text) (AFP)=<-Two and « half sonthe after the beginning of the fight ing 
pitting the forces supporting President Goukouni Weddeye against Hissein 
Habre's Northern Armed Forces (PAN), the African districts of the Chadian 
capital, controlled by the FAN, are gore animated than ever. 


The image of desolation and emptiness that one might have of Ndjamena 
from the Cameroonian bank of the Chari is completely distorted a8 soon as 
one goes by the Central Hospital and comes to the Palace of Congresses, 
which has become the Ministry of Defense. 


Before this building is 4 taxi station where drivers and customers noisily 
argue over fares, Not far away is the main market square with its smoked 
fieh sellers, its beladen peddiars, its brightiy colored ioincloths displayed 
on tables or hung up behind the salesmen seated under awnings. 


Natutally, there are fewer buyers and they ere sore demanding than vueual, 
but the market has lost none of ite festive air. The retail market 

place undoubtedly reserves the biggest surprise, both because of the 
aumber of persons rubbing elbows from morning to evening and the wealth 
of the merchandise. Never has the sarket enjoyed so much activity. One 
fabric merchant explains that “it is because all those living near the 
Ruropean district, near the line of fighting, have retreated here, toward 
the interior.” 


Actually, @ome districts in the central and eastern portions of the Chadian 
capital, varely touched by the war, have kept most of their inhabitants. 
They have been joined by others who left for Kousseri, but who could sot 
stand the refugee life. These are now the moet animated districts, with 
stores opened until late in the evening. Foodstuffs are still available 

in abundance, but there begins to be concern over supplies, since the 
beginning of the rainy season is close at hand. 


In the Senegalese districts, for example, gunfire is heard infrequentiy and 
far away.

“The Supreme Military Council (CMS) hae 
been hard at work on this task since its coming to power on 3 August 1979," 


Concerning food supply problems affecting Guinean cities, the ambassador 

said that Equatorial Guinea is receiving from the Spanish GCoverament, through 
companies established in Malabo, basic commodities, a large portion of which 
goes to the interior. “There are sometimes short breaks in supplies,” he 
admitted. 


As for the international value of the new Equatorial Guinean currency, 

Mba Ecua Miko emphasized that foreign investors and Equatorial Guinean 
businesemen are encountering difficulties in completing commercial transac- 
tions based on the ekwele. He also said that negot.ations aimed at an offi- 
cial rate of exchange for the currency are actively underway in the IMF and 
the World Bank.

‘AFP’: LIBERIA'S LABOR POLICY CARRIES SEEDS OF EXPLOSION

{Text} Mourovia, 23 July (AFP)--A new get-tough approach *o labour rela- 
tions by Liberia's military rulere could sow the seede of social and polit- 
ical explosion in this West African republic, observere seid here. 


The new hardline approach, in a decree from the ruling People's Redemption 
Council (PRC) dated June % but published yesterday, outlaws atrikes and 
restates tough labour regulations introduced by custed Presidenc William 
Tolbert, 


It comes as workers are growing more and more restive because many of their 
high expectations following the April 21 militery coup remain unfulfilled. 


Yesterday's announcement followed a maior press conference Saturday by 
trades union representatives at Lamco, the country's main iron ore mining 
company where 63 of the 4,000 workers were laid off last September and 
October after a strike. 


On July i, new head of state Master Sergeant Samuel Doe ordered the company 
to reinstate the 63 workers in the higher interest of the state. Most of 
the 63 were trades union officials or militants, 


But on Saturday, the Lameco trades union representatives told newsmen that 
the order had not been carried out, apparently on the orders of the govern- 
ment and despite che fact that Lamco management had said it was ready to 


comply. 


While expressing support for Sgt. Doe and the PRC, they denounced what they 
called counter-revolutionary elements within the government whose interests 
were other than the supreme interest of the state. 


Their comments were seen here as 4 warning that they would not accept any 
going back on the July 1 directive from Sgt. Doe, and that such 4 move could 
lead to worker unrest. 
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Trades union circles here have been avoiding any official reaction, pointing 
out that euch 4 reaction risked being misinterpreted, 


Observers close to the trades unionists do not, however, diegu se their 
view that the new government approach carried with it certain dangers, 


This was particularly so given the fact that trades union officials, aware 
of the country's current economic problems, were Limiting their demands to 
calls for improved working conditions of, as in the case of Lameo, the 
setting right of certain injustices, they said, 


These observers noted that without rushing things, major companies could 


be required to bring in social reform plans, even if they were only long- 
term plans. 


Leonomic circles, however, stressed that strikes and stoppages, more often 
than not wild-cat stoppages, have increased since the coup. 


Workers had staged these strikes to back demands for major pay increases 
or for measures against company managers--more often than not foreigners-- 
who took decisions they did not approve of, they said. 


When the government came to power in April it doubled wages for soldiers 
and civil servants. Most workers, having seen this, now expect similar 
increases for themselves, at least in the long term. 


But according to observers, many companies, in particular those like Firestone 
that run the important rubber plantations here, only remain profitable because 
of the low level of wages. 





This is seen as one explanation for the new hard-line government approach. 


Observers noted that these foreign companies uake no secret of the fact 
that they could not continue if faced with very high wage demands. 





Their departure from the country would prove catastrophic for the Liberian 
economy which was weak even under the previous regime, the observers said.

The Machelists, and particularly their hireling Sebe.tiao Mabote 
[Mozambican Chief of Genera’ Staff], tried to (7hide the truth) about 
the ignominious defeat inflicted in the Sitatonga I! area by the forces 
of the Mozambique national resistance on a detachment of the Machelist 
eneny troops which was trying to attack a resistance base in the area. 


In the Sitatonga II area, the Machelist enemy lost 168 soldiers, in spite 
of the fact that the enemy troops were using highly «ophisticated equipment 
against the glorious forces of the Mozambique national resistance whose 
military equipment was very inferior compared to that of the Machelist 
enemy. 


The troops of Sebastiao Mabote did not capture even a single resistance 
soldier and the few people he paraded at the rally in Chimoio were members 
of the population who had been arrested by the FPLM [Popular Forces for 
the Liberation of Mozambique] armed lackeys on suspicion of supporting 
the resistance. 


As he could not put about 300 people on parade, Sebastiao Mabote said that 
the remainder of the 300 captured people could not be taken to be shown 
at the puppet show held at Chimoio last Saturday, 12 July. 


In fact, if the scarecrow, Sebastiao Mabote, had captured 300 resistance 
personnel, he would have ordered them shot dead on the spot because,

U.S. ACCUSED OF POMENTING UNREST IN VARIOUS AREAS

|rext) Pursuing its plans to prepare a swift, efficient instrument of aggres- 
sion, the Carter administration announced the calling of youths for military 
service, to be incorporated into the newly created rapid intervention force. 
The United States estimates that it may have a force consisting of a total 
of 200,000 men ready for action. 


Concurrently, and until this plan becomes a reality, Washington is continu- 
ing the maneuvers in certain regimes and the reinforcement of its offense 
potential. In the first instance, there is the backing being provided to 
the militory government in Thailand, a bloody dictatorship which has only 
changed ringleaders over the past decade, while the nature of the regime 
remains intact. The weaponry sent by means of a demagogically announced 
air lift has a twofold objective: to reinforce the battle against the guer- 
rillae who are undermining the generals’ power, and to make the situation 
on the Kampuchean border even more tense. The report released by the in- 
ternational press concerning authorization for the manufacture of nerve gas 
on an industrial scale introduces the second aspect of the matter, namely, 
the modernization of the military arsenal through the distortion of the 
most advanced gains made in the scientific field. 


The gradual organization of the rapid intervention force (RIF) is also abet- 
ted by steps taken to create regional forces, which would replace the phy- 
sical presence of North American troops in areas regarded as especially 
eritical. A telling example of this is the attempt to organize a joint 
foree of the Islamic countries to intervene in Afghanistan. Appealing to 
the religious sentiment, its organization would objectively represent the 
resurgence of the defunct Central Treaty Organization (CENTO) which, until 
the fall of Reza Pahlevi, included Iran, Pakistan, Turkey, Great Britain 
and the United States. Also associated with the North American military 
plans is the diseer'sattion of bases in the Indian Ocean area, an aspiration 
Which, unfortuna some governments have not hesitated to make viable. 


Compounding the series of large and small-scale initiatives in the military 
area, the Carter administration is again threatening with the possibility 











Of af Operation against iran. Although, to most individuals, this type of 
initiative has by now been sufficiently destroyed by the cruel barbs pub- 
\iehed in the international press, and duly interred in the sandy soil of 
Dasht-e-Kavir, the United States Government is still considering undertak- 
ing another venture, Aithough it is despondent, this tenacity in courting 
mistakes (of which the RIF is the most obvious result) has ite force which,

|[Text] There are moments in the life of a nation where the success of its 
options, the quality of its policy, the successful outcome of its efforts, 
its place, its role and its weight in the overall system are confirmed by 
the many manifestations of consideration, interest and esteem which come in 
from all directions. The official visit which the vice president of the 
United States, Mr Walter Frederick Mondale, is paying today to our country 
is for us one of these eminently meaningful manifestations, 


First of all, it is an unprecedented event, because it is the first time 
that it falls to us to welcome such a high-ranking American personality, 
the personal representative of the head of the nation whose weight and role 
are the most essential in the conduct of the affairs of this world, 


Furthermore, it comes about at a moment of widespread consultation between 
industrialized countries and developing countries, on one hand, and between 
great powers and emerging nations, between rich and poor, on the other; this 
in order to maintain security and peace, to develop solidarity among men, 

to find a new and more equitable world economic order, in an economic cli- 
mate which, we grant, is difficult, but assuredly not desperate. 


Finally, for us, it comes at a crucial stage in our development, following 
the establishing of our 5-year development plan which should bring us to the 
first steps of economic takeoff. It comes at the moment when we are formu- 
lating the foundations of a society of development consistent with our moral 
philosophy, with the needs of our people and with the realities of our 
country.

Presicent Jimmy Carter's deep attachment to human rights and to the security 
of all states, his stubborn willingness to come to gripe with the needs of 
humanity and to help the poorest, hie respect for ail nations, whatever 
their political options, augur well for the cooperation between Niger and 
the United States, 


This hope is further strengthened by the fact that Vice President Mondale, 
whom he has specially delegated to meet Col Seyni Kountche, has always 
maintained a particular interest in African issues and is sufficiently 
knowledgeable about the problems of our continent. Did he not, in effect, 
at the moment the Carter government took over, declare to the racist despots 
of South Africa that "if apartheid was not abolished, relations between the 
United States and South Africa could not but deteriorate?”

For all the above reasons, it is permissible to think that within the frame- 
work of the passionate search for our econonic independence, within the 
framework of the necessity for cooperation between nations and of the in- 
dispensable solidarity among men, with strict respect for the options and 
the individuality of each, numerous points of agreement can appear between 
our two countries, even if our respective policies do not always agree in 
all aspects. Our countries are but worthier for that fact. The loftiness 
of vision and the determination of the two heads of state are but more 
enlightening.

{Text} At the invitation of the president of the Federal Republic of 
Nigeria, Alhaji Shehu Shagari, representatives of all the registered 
political parties in Nigeria, except the Unity Party of Nigeria, the 
governors of all states, except Bauchi and Imo states which were repre- 
sented by their deputy governors, and the presiding officers of all 
federal and state legislatures met in a conference at State House, 
Ribabdu Road, on Tuesday 22 July 1960 to discuss the protracted issues 
of the remuneration of certain public officeholders and the creation of 
new states. At the meeting, the National Party of Nigeria, NPN, the 
Nigerian People's Party, NPP, and the People's Recemption Party, PRP, 
were represented by delegations led by their nat“onal leaders while the 
Great Nigeria People's Party's, GNPP, delegation was led by its first 
national deputy chairman. 


After extensive discussions, the conference adopted the following: The 
remunerations for public officers are in the attached folder which will 

be read to you later. However, the PRP delegation reserved its position 
on the subject. It said it studied the memo which the delegation received 
only at the conference. 


Creation of new states: The conference considered the memo submitted 

by the president on the subject of creation of new states. After recog- 
nizing the importance and the role that political parties can play in 
the process of creation of new states, the conference decided that the 
president should call a meeting of all political leaders and their 
advisers to deliberate on the memoranda which the parties will submit 

to the president on the subject. The meeting was conducted in a cordial 
atmosphere. 
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secommended salaries tor political officeholders, federal institutions: 
The president of the Federal Republic of Nigeria: 30,000 naira; the 
vice president: 21,000 naira; ministers of cabinet rank: 16,000 naira;

DPRK AGRICULTURAL COOPERANTS=--Korean specialists are at the Korea-Sao Tome 
and Principe Friendship Farm, operated in the D. Augusta clearing (subor- 
dinate to the Ribeira Peixe Agricultural-Livestock Enterprise, in Caue Dis- 
trict). They consist of two veterinarians, two agronomical engineers, one 
economist and some electrotechnical engineers, according to Comrade Celes- 
tino Costa.

PDS LEADER SPREADS RUMOR--Dakar, 21 Jul (AFP)--Opposition member of 
parliament Abdoulaye Wade, secretary-general of the Senegalese Democratic 
Party (PDS), was today charged with spreading false rumours likely to harm 
the establishment and public morale.

There are signs of growing acrimony between the elected black leaders 

of South Africa and the ANC terrorist organization, the most recent rift 
being the one developing between the ANC and the leader of the 5-million 
strong Zulu nation, Chief Gatsha Buthelezi. Why this is important is 
because one in four black people in South Africa is a Zulu, and Chief 
Buthelezi's Inkatha movement is regarded as one of the most powerful 
political forces in South Africa because of its high membership and 
excellent organization. 


At a meeting of the Inkatha Central Committee this weekend, Chief 
Buthelezi read a letter which he had written to the ANC president, Mr 
Oliver Tembo, in which he expressed growing misgivings over the ANC's 
attitude to Inkatha and he accused Mr Tembo of creating discord in the 
black community. 


This attack on the terrorist organization by a leader as powerful as 
Chief Buthelezi must be regarded as a serious blow to that organization 
and serves to isolate it further from black sympathies in South Africa. 


Recently the ANC has also come under fire from leaders of independent 
black states of Transkei, Bophuthatswana and Venda, and special emergency 
measures were introduced in Transkei to deal with ANC militants causing 
trouble among young people. 


In other circles too black people have been organizing themselves in a 
concerted way to oppose militancy and confrontation. 


Against this background it's clear that the ANC is out of step with the 
renewed spirit of negotiation evident among black people, and does indeed, 
represent a motley bunch of militants and malcontents functioning from 
abroad.

ANC LEADER DENIES RUMORED PLAN TO KILL KWAZULU CHIEF

Oliver Tambo today denied a report that his banned South African national- 
ist organisation is plotting to assassinate Kwazulu Chief Gatsha Buthelezi. 


The ANC has no iatention, no plans, not even the need to assassinate 
Buthelezi or anybody else for that matter, he told a press conference 
here. 


His commeats foliowed a report in the Johannesburg Sunday Times which 
said the ANC had threatened to kill the chief. The report quoted South 
African chief of security police Brigadier Johannes Coetze. 


Brig. Coetze said the threats had been made in a Radio Tanzania broadcast 
monitored in Pretoria. 


Mr Tambo accused the South African Government of capitalising on an ANC 
statement issued by its London-based secretary general to create division 
among the people of South Africa. 


The statement criticised Chief Buthlezi for calling on members of his 
influential Inkhata movement to force secondary school children in South 
Africa to end a schools boycott launched to protest inferior education 
for non-whites. 


It said those who opposed the boycott, strikes and demonstrations would 
face the same fate as those they served. 


Mr Buthelezi told the Sunday Times that Mr Tambo had assured him in 
London when they met 8 months ago that the ANC did not intend to take 
his life.

LEBOWA CHIEF MINISTER DISCUSSES INTEGRATION ISSUES

[Text] The chief minister of the South African national state of Lebowa, 
Dr C. M. Pathudi, supports the idea of a constellation of Southern African 
states as far as economic cooperation is concerned. 


He said at a news conference in Sheshego, that the South African economy 
was already integrated. As far as political cooperation was concerned 
he said however, that he could support the idea only if it meant that 
there would be cooperation on a federal basis. He said that Prime 
Minister Botha should also confine the idea of a constellation of states 
within the borders of South Africa. 


Reterring to education, Dr Pathudi said that the black universities 
should take the lead in eliminating inequality in educational opportunity. 
Black universities should admit whites and others at undergraduate level 
and not only at postgraduate level. Young whites and blacks were already 
practising sport together and it was only logical that they should study 
together as well. This would eliminate allegations that education at 
black universities is inferior. 
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
